Filmmaking contest a 
mere 1 6/26 fiction

Québec screenwriters arc being 
given the opportunity to take part 
in a project which will allow them to 
have their scripts produced profes- 
sionally and aired on the Radio- 
Québec network in the fall of *91. 

Fictions 16/26 is the result of a 
collaboration between Radio- 
Québec, Téléfilm Canada, la Société 
générale des industries culturelles, 
and the National Film Board of 
Canada. It is a five million dollar 
project which will fund the devel- 
opment and production of sixteen 
short works of drama which must 
be in French and shot in 16mm col- 
our. The films arc required to be 



exactly twenty-six minutes long, 
allowing four minutes worth of 
commercials in a half hour televi- 
sion presentation. Entry is open to 
both professional and non-profes- 
sional Québec writers. 

Although it has adopted "boost- 
ing the next generation of Québec 
filmmakers" as a motto, the initial 
outline of Fictions 16/26 docs not 
seem to provide the desirable struc- 
ture for achiving that goal. Most 
disappointing is the fact that after 
submitting their scripts, the writers 
seem to be allowed only minimal, if 
any, control over the later stages of 
the production. 

According to the Fictions 16/26 
public relations office, the writers 




arc required to choose a producer 
for their project from a list provided 
by the programme organizers. The 
producer will then consider the 
proposal and in turn, submit it to 
the Fictions 16/26 office. From that 
point on, it is the producer, rather 
thanthc writer, who will control the 
production procedures. He or she 
might or might not choose the writer 
to direct the film. As a consequence, 
it seems that the original work can 
be greatly altered during the pro- 
duction process, without any checks 
or controls on the part of the screen- 
writer. 

The notion of "boosting the next 
generation of Québec filmmakers" 
falls flat not only in the writing, but 
also in the directing stages of the 
production. T wenty-five percent of 
the selected scripts must be written 
by writers aged 35 and above, while 
only eight out of the sixteen films 
arc to be directed by young, non- 
professional directors. Conse- 
quently, only six or seven of the 
sixteen films will be produced 
completely by the non-profession- 
als who are supposed to compose 
"the next generation of Québec 
fil mm makers." 

The approach of the creators of 
Fictions 16/26 toward the "up-and- 
coming generation of filmmakers" 
seems to be aiming more at forcing 
them into the moulds the main- 
stream media, rather than exposing

ents. Thcdircct control of thcorgan- 
izers over the production process, 
in form of the pre-selected group of 
producers, as well as the "themes 
provided. ..to help inspire ideas 
among writersand create a continu- 
ity between the 16 films" are clear 
indications of the organizers' inten- 
tions. 

These sources of "inspiration" 
and "continuity" come in the form 
of four quotes (by Marguerite Du- 
ras, Jacques Godbout, Elisabeth 
Badinter and Woody Allen), four 
words (délivrance, ras-lc-bol, 
trompe-l'ocil, and vacherie), four 
themes (individual passions, mas- 
culine-feminine, ethnicity, quality 
of life) and four photographs. The 
promotional pamphlet does not 
offer any insight as to why these 
elements arc of particular interest. 



A Sheltered history of racism 



According to Louis Laverdière, 
Téléfilm Canada's director of op- 
erations in Québec, the winning 
entries are to recicve "a substantial 
financial investment and wide- 
spread promotion and distribution." 
Addressing once again the poses- 
sors of "new talents", he said dur- 
ing a press conference that the or- 
ganizers hope that "this 
oxperimcnt...will prove extremely 
fruitful for the Canadian film and 
television industry." It is unclear, 
however, how "fruitful" it would 
be to limit these "young talents" to 
mainstream ideals and stagnant 
themes by depriving them of their 
right to exercise full control over 
their material and restricting their 
creations by organizational control.

Caryl Phillip's play The Shelter 
presents a black man and a white 
woman examining the possibilities 
of their relationship in a society that 
limits them during two different 
periods in history. The two charac- 
ters are directed through the tense 
and touchy issue of racism in Eng- 
land in thccightccnth century in the 
first act and in the twentieth century 
in the second. Every line is loaded 
with sarcasm, slurs or anger. 

It is an innovative play because 
of the contrast of the issue of racism 
in two different time periods. In the 
eighteenth century act, theaudicncc 
is merely an observerasthe woman, 
Jennifer Morehouse, attempts to 
dominate the black man, Winston 
Sutton, through a series of racial 
slurs and power trips. 

On a deserted island, the man 
rejects her racism for there is "noth- 
ing here to make (her) important to 
him." The lad/, accustomed to 
established dominant rclationsh ps 
with respect to black people, finds 
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hersclfdepcndcntuponablackman. pany and treat him with respect. which enslaves them.

In this 
actthetwocharactcrsarelovorsand 
arc faced with a society that terms 
their relationship ugly and animal. 
To live together they must confront 
the snide comments and looks of 
the rest of society because no one 
believes that a black man and 
womancanlaugh,lovcorcry — only 
that they can fuck. 

In both acts, the relationship can 
exist only in isolation and in com- 
plete denial of society. 

The action is well directed by 
Terry Donald. Often in the first act, 
Morehouse is left on stage without 
even a monologue while Sutton runs 
off to gather firewood or check out 
the wild animals. She handles the 
silence well, managing even to por- 
tray the dilemma between how she 
feolsandhowhersociotyhasshaped 
her. The second act mixes poetry 
with proseand isexccuted smoothly 
by Morehouse and Sutton.

But to 
Cardinal, there is some virtue in the 
process of dubbing. In an action 
film like Malarek, it is difficult to 
watch the screen and read the bot- 
tom at the same time. Also, subtitles 
do not offer real translation. Cardi- 
nal likens them to an information 
packet that comes with the film. 

The actor who plays Malarek is 
Montréal native Elias Koteas. His 
credits include two Francis Fors 
Coppola films: Tucker: The Man and 
his Dream and Garens of Stone. Be- 
cause he hasbeon cast in somegritty 
roles, and also because of his physi- 
cal appearance, Koteas has been 
christened the "new DeNiro." Car- 
dinal blames this on the American 
press, and Variety magazine in par- 
ticular. They think that because 
Koteas "looks like DeNiro that 
means he acts like DeNiro. He 
(Koteas) doesn't like it. He wants to 
be known as himself." 

The next big event in the life of 
Roger Cardinal will be the Genie 
awards. He hasbecn nominated for 
best director and there is a pretty 
good chance that he will win. One 
result of the nomination is that he 
has been offered more scripts to 
direct in the past month than he has 
received in thepast two years. What 
docs he want todo next? "1 have the 
script for a big budget comedy. I 
think I will do that. I would be able 
to direct American actors."
